H. the -i.lc of the 
culabush was a bread fruit tree with i^ 
curious large fruit which the natives 
lisp in place of bread. Almost every- 
wiiere under the soil are roots calletl 
vnilis. WllPli cooked. Ilie-p tilsle very 
iniich like sweet put.itoes. And growing 
vvil.l in the forest* are bananas ami 
I o.'oanuts in great abundauee. 

One of the uatives whom we visited 
in this village, had a cute little white 
faced monkey ehaiaed in front of bis 
house. And running around in the yard 
vMi- a wild turkey, entirely different 
Iroin our wild turkeys, but a very in- 
teresting bird and quite friendly. Th.'u, 
loo, there was a wild pig, or poeeary, 
which is said to be the wildaat animal 
in all .South Aiiiericii. This particular 
|iig, however, was very tame. 

"In the yard also was a ipiantity of 
vegetable ivory nuts from which col- 
lar buttons and things of that sort are 

mad.'. Tlie-e nuts are roiiii.l iiiid \i'r> 
hard and when opened resemble ivory. 
They sell for |I2U a ton in Ameriea, but 
the natives pick thera ap on' the ground 
I par this little viUage.
